1. On tho night of 5/6 July, tho 5-man Willow Toon was infiltrated without 
Incident into tho Karoo-Pogradsc area. Tho Willow Toon established aa intelligence 
network whoa first infiltrated into Albania la June 1952 and regularly reentered 
Albania to collect Information and sendee their dead drops until their last 
exfiltration on 2? October 1952. Tho team mission was to reestablish contact with 
msobers of tho existing network and to expand It during tbs 1953 operational sea s on. 
The tarn infiltrated era 26 July and reported that security controls had been 
increased. They obtained acne useful propaganda material and operational information^ 

2. On 22 July, a resupply drop to the Apple/2 bass teas located northeast of 
Tirana, was completed successfully. Five resupply bandies weighing a total of 
900 pounds were dropped. A previous attempt at resupply ora the night of 3/1* July 
aborted duo to weather, nothing has been beard from the Apple/3 Tama which was

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1. On tha night of 15 July, an airdrop of approximately 500,000 leaflets tod 
place. The leaflets, designed to exploit the Balkan Feet i mplications , were 
dropped along roads, h i ghwa ys and lighted arias. Apart from two 

searchlights, neither of which was able to locate the aircraft, tha fllgxt waa
